One of the mot daitardy crimes In the 
criminal annals of Kenosha twos reported 
on Sunday afternoon, when ■ it is alleged 
that Arthur Caddock, a shipping clerk, 28 
years of ngc, nltetnpted to make ft criminal 
assault on Mabel Timme, the 8-year-old 
dtinel'iter of former Sheriff nnd Mm. Henry 
II. Timme,. 

The amult on the'ehiJd'was. coiumitteil 
at the Caddock home, which adjoins the 
Tim me heme pn Chicago street. It is not 
thou if lit that the little girl was seriously 
injured, hut she* is dill suffering from the 
effect! of tlio rough handling hy Caddock. 

The accused man was -brobght before 
Justice McCarron Monday morning, nnd 
waiving n preHmimiry examination he was 
held to the Circuit court on u charge of at- 
tempted criminal assault nnd his bail fixed 
at $3,000. / * 

Cnddock has announced to the sheriff his 
intention of pleading gailty to the cbarfiw 
against him, nh'd lie will be taken before 
the Circuit court for that purpose, just a* 
soon as Judge Upldcn can find time to go 
to that city. An examination of the laws 
of the state shows that Caddock in facing 
a long term of prislon service for under 
the law thejninimnm penalty for hia crime 
h five years, and in the discretion of the 
court ho may be sent to prison for a term 
of thirty-five years. 

Caddock was seen in bid cell and was 
laughing hnd talking to Ike other prisoners 
aa if he thought the whole matter was, a 
great joke, and the only. trace of manhood 
in him was brought to the surface when 
his mother was referred to. The man ad- 
mitted his crime nnd made ho effort to ex- 
cuse himself more than to say that he could 
not explain how it happened. ; 

The family of Caddock, who are decid- 
edly respectable people, are crushed by the 
net ions of the man, nnd the father in talk- 
ing with the sheriff, declared that he would 
rather have seen his son dead than in jail 
' on such n charge. Caddock has mode ad- 
missions of the most damaging sort should 
he ever nttempt to go to trial on tho 
charges against him, but it is pretty cer- 
tain that be will not seek a trinl, but ac- 
cept the punishment meted out to ■ him by 
the Circuit Judge.

He 
has lived in this county for many years 
nnd where ever he was known bad many 
friends who will regret to learn of his 
death. 

He had been in poor health nil winter, 
and when the doctors pronounced the cause 
of bis ailment Bright's disease, it wan 
known to his family and friends tbat he 
could not recover, and on Monday evening 
be quietly passed away at about the age of 
ilxty-eiubt ypnrs. 

For some years he lived on his farm east 
of town. but a few years a no he retired 
from aclivo life and he nnd his sister Han- 
tuli moved to this village to. make their 
home. 

He never married, but leaves" to mourn 
bis Ioib his brother John and sister Han- 
nah at this place,' and Mr.-. Mary Porter, 
of Poultney, Vermont, and Mits Eliza 
Welch, of Saratoga Springs, N. Y., nil of 
whom Nun; with him tit tbe time of his 
dentli.

Tbe funeral was held from his late resi- 
dence on Wed nesdii/ afternoon at 2:30 
the Hev. F.'B. McNnmer officiating. The 
interment wns at thp Hillside cemetery.

Police of Hlghwood Compelled to Arr«#M. 
C. Conrad In Order to Preserve Peace 

The refusal of a .saloon licenpeto M. C. 
Conrad, at High wood, by Mayor Hogan, 
Saturday night, precipitated a fierce argu- 
ment, ending in a fight in which the police 
of the village were called out to preserve 
the peace., 

According to all reports, Conrad opposed 
Hogan in the [nst election stnnding for 
Iiiiegfer, the Gibbs candidate, in the" -hot 
tittle plmv. 

In addition, Conrad is nlleged to owe 
$250 license money. 

Therefore when he npplipd for n saloon 
licence for the ensuing year, Hognn curtly 
refused him. 

Conr.ul iBnlso local Shoenhofen agent nnd 
has a warehouse at Highwqod. Even .his 
wholesale business was closed down, it is 
alleged. ; 

Enmged at what he regarded as nn un- 
just act, and infuriated by Hogan's refusal 
to iseutt bim a license, or penult him to 
operate either his wholesale or retail buai- 
n».'8 ( until he bad paid up tbe 323Q that be 
la alleged to owe, Conrad got his son. J. C. 
Conrad, and with him invaded tbe city 
hall where the terms on which he could run 
were told him again. 

It is said tbat finally the Conrnds, who 
raised a stormy argument, were ordered 
out of the village hall and tbe marshal, 
Roger Moore, was called on to enforce tbe 
mayor's commands. 

The two Conrnds are 1 alleged to have 
thrown Moore and were about to sit upon 
him when the mayor called another officer 
to his aid and the two Conrad a were finally 
lodged in the village look-up. 

At 11 o'clock that night they were balled 
out. • 



People who reside in the neighborhood^ 
of Powers bike "in the town of Randall, 
Wisconsin, tire asking that the officials of 
the county make in vesications into the 
disappearance and nlleged drowning of 
John Vraknik who has been mysteriously 
missing since the night of Feb. 28, and it 
is thought that there is some reason to be- 
lieve that the man was murdered nnd his 
body weighted nnd sunk in tbe lake. 

On the morning after the disappearance 
of Vraknik, his cap and coat and a pack- 
age of tobacco were found laying on the 
ice a few feet from the shore of tbe lake 
and the men who had been with him stated 
that nn the previous night he had been 
working ns a channel man for the Jefferson 
Ice company, I and that be had drowned 
while attempting to push some ice awny 
from a channel. 

For weeks the officials of the ice com-. 
pany and the people in the neighborhood 
have been hunting for the body, but they 
have found absolutely nothing "to indicate 
that Vraknik ever went Jut6 the lake. 
There have been several big storms and tho 
men taking, an interest in tbe case hold 
that if tbe body wns in the hike it would 
have 'come to the surface by this time. 

The missing man hns two brothers in 
Chicago, "nnd they have been out to urge 



the olliciala to miik* some effort to end.tlwf-^,^ * n ,aintninji connections with the Wis 
mystery. On the day following the disap- 
pearance of the man the two men who were 
with Vraknik were arrested an d. after they 
hint told their story the men were released 
and they left Powers hike u few days later 
when the ice cutting season had closed. It 
is now clamed that Vraknik and one of the 
men bad a quarrel at which a thrent to kill 
were made and some of the people believe 
ihat the3e threats were carried out, and that 
Vraknik; was murdered 'and his weighted 
body thrown Into the lake. 

Later, they claim, the men, fearing dis- 
covery, threw his bat ami tbe pike pole 
which he bad carried into the wnterto give 
the impression that hebad been drowned.

Mat Becker of Chicago Meets an Untime-

Early Friday morning of last week Mat 
Becker a young man 22 years of age, whose 
borne is in Chicago, was drowned and 
bis body boa not as yet been recovered. 

For some time past he bad been employ- 
ed with a gang of workmen, who are op- 
erating a dredge in the Xippersink. He 
with two companions early Thursday eve- 
ning took a row boat and went across' the 
lake to the Stilling hotel, where thoy re- 
mained until an early hour in tbe morning 
wlien they started hoinewnrd. In making 
tho return trip across ; the lake in some 
manner the boat was upset nnd the three 
men found themselves struggling in the 
water. Becker wob drowned but his two 
companions -succeeded in rencbing the 
shore.

High wood, the city on the- outskirts of 
Fort Sheridnn, narrowly escaped being 
burned to the around Tuesday! A two- 
story building occupied by a shoe Btore and 
pn ico-cream parlor was bnrncd. 

There was no water with 'which to -fight 
the flames and tbp whole- city turned out, 
fearful . that the fire would spread. The 
wind, however, sent tho sparks * westward 
over the railroad track*, where there were 
few bounea to bo endangered, 
| The volunteer fire company, which in- 
cludes, most of the" saloonkeepers . iu ' the 
city, couldn't get a Dtream'of water six 
feet-high through the hose. 

Tho burned ■baildipg wbb in High wood 
avenue. 'The heaviest loss was suffered by 
Peterson's shoe' store. All the telephone 
cables to High wood nnd Fort Sheridan 
were severed by the fire.

Government Wishes to Change Name of 
North Chicago. 

C. W.Vedder, the postmaster at North 
Chicago, has received a communication 
from Washington, making tbe folio ving 
proposition to the villagers. 

They wish to abandon tbe name of 
North Chicago as a post ofiice and use in- 
stead "Station A, Waukegan" the present 
incumbent and his assistants .to be re- 
appointed to take charge of Station A, 
Waukegan. Three mail curriers would be 
provided, and three deliveries of mail 
rtaily to the stores and factories, and two 
deliveries to tbe resident district, the same 
number of mails which Wnukegan has. 

The authorities state that their princi- 
pal rea-on for wishing the change is the 
fact that "North Chicago" and north 
Chicago in the city n re confused und mail 
is thus delayed by being sent to the wrong 
place. 

It is merely a susge^tionfiom Washing- 
ton ns n wny out of tl<c difficulty and the 
matter is to be decided by the citizens of 
the town. Those on the north end have 
long been fighting for mail delivery und 
are in favor of the present movement. 
Whether the majority of tbe villagers 
want the change or not remains to be 
*een.

BAD WRECK 

ON ST. PAUL 

AT SPRING GROVE 

. Quite "a* bad wreck occurred on. the 
St Paul railroad at Spring Grove on Wed- 
nesday of last week, when ceven cars 
from a fust stock freight jumped the track 
with the' result that several head of live stock 
were.killed and abrakeman was slightly 
injured. The cause of the accident is at: 
trlbuted to a broken truck under one of tho 
cars and at the time, of the uccitlent the 
train was running at a speed of about fifty 
miles an hour. Four stock cars, one enr 
carrying it large tank of oil nnd two refrig- 
erator cars were included* in tho Binashup. 
Both of the latter were loaded with cheese, 
one was badly smashed and tbe content b

Immediately upon their release, however 
they laughed in the face of the .magistrate 
declared tbat they renounced the marriage 
that had been forced upon them and said 
that they would return 'to'-'Zion City and 
preoch tbe gospel for which'tliey had been 
imprisoned. - 

- The magistrate luuirhed back nt them, 
knowing that no mutter bow much thoy 
boasted tbe renunciation of ,their vows, the 
law would compel observation of them. 

It is the plan of Arthur Bales nnd Lucy 
Crosby, as tbey insist upon -being called, 
to found o free love colony. Tbey will not 
goto Joseph Bcilhart'e Spirit Fruit farm 
at Woostnr Lake; but will start a colony 
of their own. They plan to gather most 
of their followers at Zion City.' 



In a night of horrors on Lake Michigan 
five lives were lost and the steamer Naomi 
of the Crosby Transportation company 
burned to the waters edge early Tuesday 
morning while on her regular trip from 
Grand Uaven to Milwaukee. Seventy- 
five other passengers and members of the. 
crew were rescued from the burning wreck 
by the bin steel freighters Saxoni a and 
Kerr and tbe Kansas, consort of tbe Naomi 
alt of which chanced to be withiu easy ' 
distnnce when the rising (lames revealed 
the vessels distress. 

Alter having rescued from peril by fire 
and wave, those who were rescued witness- 
ed the spectacle of four stokers fighting to 
force their way to safety through manholes 
in the hull that were too small for even a 
head to be put through. Efforts were 
made to save the doomed men, but to no 
avail. 

The Naomi, formerly called tbe Wiscon- 
sin, left Grand Hnven at nine o'clock with 
the night clear and the lake like a pond. 
About one o'clock as the vessel wns in mid- 
lake, smoke came pouring through the 
main cabin from a fire that is supposed to 
have started ia the fore of the hold. 

All the passengers were asleep in their 
berths but the moment tbe steamers 
whistle sounded the alarm the steward 
dashed to the "cabin to awaken the oc- 
cupants. 

Half tbe passengers were aroused in 
short order tind.s'ent to the after part of the 
boat, but others were overcome by smoke. 
The. doors of their cabins. were emasbed in 
and the rescuers drugged them forth, stilt 
wrapped in their blankets. 

While the purser and steward busied 
themselves in nwakening the. passengers, 
/the rest of thr crew launched the lifeboats 
and threw over the life rafts. Four of tbe 
boats were burned into cinders or else were 
walled off from reach by a mnss of Humes, 
but the rest were brought to the stern, 
where the whitn-fneed passengers were] hud- 
dled, and were quickly filled and cast loose. 

The fire made such rapid .headway that 
within a few minutes the fore part of the 
ship was a furnace of flames. Tongues of. 
fire shot up and attracted the attention * of 
tbe Kerr and Saxon ia, and the Kansas, 
which was on its course from Milwaukee 
to Grand "Haven. 

The three boats steamed to the rescue 
and. reached the spot just as the last life- 
boat was being cast off. The captain oE 
Kerr rammed tbe prow of his vessel against 
the stern of the .Naomi and the remaining 
passenger* dropped over the rails to safety.

Chicago.— Finos aggregating |28,- 
000 as a means of smashing 
a trust were used by Judge K. M. Lan- 
dis In the United States district court 
here Monday, whoa Frederick A. Hol- 
brook nnd 13 church and school furni- 
ture companies were punished for 
stilling competition. The court action 
was a bomb In the. government anti- 
trust crusade and brought consterna- 
tion to tho truBt ofllclalB, It Is be- 
lieved ' to forecast Blmllnr vlgoroui 
rnelhods upon the part of tho govern- 
ment toward other trusts and trade 
combinations, 

Holbrook, who was Indicted as the 
moving spirit of tho furniture trust, 
was fined $D,000, tho maximum penal- 
ty. The American Seating company 
and the A. H. Andrews company, 
which wore the principal corporations 
In tho combine, were lined $6,000 each, 
while the other nlno companies wore 
given fines from $600 to $2,000. 

In imposing tho -fines Judge Landls 
-.cored the officials of the companies 
for the me I hods thoy used and declar- 
ed tho legal punishment Is inadequate. 
He delivered a scathing denunciation 
of the trnde conspiracy by which, It 
wbb shown In the grand Jury proceed- 
ings, churches, schools and theaters 
were mulcted by the trust prices for 
furniture to tho extent or thousands 
of dollnrs annually. 

The Amorlcnn Seating company and 
the A. H. Andrews company are Chi- 
cago corporations, and were tho larg- 
est com pantos In tho combine. 
Through .the conspiracy, operated as 
the Prudential club, the prico for fur r 
nlture wob' maintained, straw bids 
were made to Insure distribution of 
the business and the proilts wore di- 
vided among the corporations in the 
trust Holbrook was tho agent of tho 
combine, and was Indicted by tho gov- 
ernment ns the ohlef conspirator. 
Pleas of poverty by tho smnllor cor- 
porations resulted In leniency by, the 
court 

Judge Lnndls imposed tho fines af- 
ter hearing the pleas of guilty of the 
companies and testimony of some of 
tho principal officials. The E, 1L Staf- 
ford company, of Chicago, has filed n" 
demurrer to the Indictment and Is the 
only company which will fight the 
case in court

RIOTS FOLLOW BOMB OUTRAGE. 



Otack Hundred Beat* Jews for Alias- 
ilnatlon of Police Officials, 

Odessa. — Following the ' assassina- 
tion of three police officials here 
Monday serious rioting Occurred 
and at eight In the evening the Black 
Hundred wero running wild through 
tho streets, mercilessly beating peo- 
ple, particularly Jews, more than a 
hundred ot whom were seriously In- 
jured soon arter tho disturbances be- 
gan. Tho pollco apparently remained 
passive spectators of the dis- 
order. 

The tragedy which led to the rioting 
was openly enacted. While the super- 
intendent of police and a number of 
other officials were In the central po- 
lice bureau In the morning two men 
and a girl entered tho building, de- 
posited an Infernal machine In the of- 
fice and went away. Tho machine ex- 
ploded almost Immediately afterwards 
killing tho chlsr or police and 'two- 
chief detectives of the city, They 
wero blown to pieces and seven other 
persons were seriously Injured. The 
police pursued, fired at, wounded 'and 
captured the two terrorists,- bur the 
girl who was with them escaned. The 
two detectives killed were bitterly 
hated by the terrorists.

Sweeplnfl Decision Against Unions 
Rendered at Milwaukee. 

Milwaukeo. — A sweeping decision 
against union picketing was rendered 
Monday by Judgo A. L. Sanborn, ot 
the United States district court in the 
case Df the AlllB-cbaimora company 
against tho Btrlklng union molaerB. 
The -strike began about a year ago 
and last fall. Judge Quarles Issued a 
temporary Injunction restraining the 
unions fronr Interfering with non- 
union workmen and with the business 
of tho company.

Saddle ponies are alsc 
used to some extent but moat of the 
Inhabitants nnd quite all visitors used 
the. 'rickshaw and 'dandy.' The Jattei 
la constructed on the plan of a sleigh 
box, but longer. A pole li attached 
fore and aft, which Is long enough tc 
glve t a springy motion when tlie coollei 
arc' walking and trotting.

Ills clgarct bill, now being enrolled 
and engrossed, would leave It up* to 
tho courts to rotcrmlno whether or 
not tobacco In Injurious to health,.

Ho did not 
draft It In that way, but the house 
tacked on an amendment prohibiting 
the Ihlo of clgarcts containing "any- 
thing Injurious to health, Including 
tobacco." 

Bill. was Patted. 

In this Bhnpo it was panned last 
Sunday morning. There wbb only a 
corporal's guard of senators holding 
down tho upper houso at that hour, 
but* Mr. Borry took the bill from the 
clerk of tho. houso and hurried across 
tho way with' It. Tho- senate Journal 
shows that a constitutional majority 
concurred In tho a en a to amendments. 
Originally, tho bill was' designed mere- 
ly to prevent mjnors from "smoking 
clgarcts In pybllc places. 

Pure Food -Welcome. 
J Much interest Is manifested In the 
operation of the now state pure rood 
law, which has been approved by tho 
governor, and which will go Into ef- 
fect July 1 next. 

Friends of th bill claim that It will 
havo a lasting and beneficial effect 
In restricting the salo and distribu- 
tion of adulterated nnd poisonous food 
stuffs In II I ton Is, State Commissi on- 
er A. Hanby Jonos, nnd State Chemist 
Bryan, havo given tho measure some 
study, and they say tho Illinois law 
la the beat nnd most strlngont'iaw 
on' the statute hooks of any state, and 
In many respects superior to the na- 
tional law on which It Is founded. 

Herman B, Meyers, publisher of tho 
American Food Journal, was active In 
tho preparation and progress of tho 
law. . He declares the provisions ot 
the measure aro fair to boththo deal- 
er and the consumer, and that when It 
Is enforced. It" wilt work out admira- 
bly. * ' 
Provides far State Commission. 
Onu of the most Important "sections 
of 'tho now law asldo" from those per 
tulnlng particularly to tlio definitions 
and standards Is that calling for tho 
appointment of a state standard com- 
mission of three mbmbors which will 
determine and adopt standards ot 
quality and strength for food pro : 
ducts. ThlB commission will bo com- 
posed of. tho Btnto food commissioner, 
A; 'Hanby Jones; a representative ot 
tho UllnolB food manufacturing Indus-i 
tries* and an expert food .chemist ot 
known reputation. These last two 
raombors will bo appointed by. the 
governor, The commission has dele- 
gated to U under tho law powora slra- 
. liar to that of the national commis- 
sion regarding tho regulating of stand- 
ards. 

The now law also Incroaaos the staff 
of.thoifood commissioner, giving him 
bIx additional Inspectors,' an attorney, 
throe ^moro chemists, , two more not 



wording of sovornl ot tho sections It 
was fonrod that tho new law would 
grant a loop-hole of spmo sort for tho 
oleomargarine manufacturers, but tho 
section referred to Is said to provent 
this. 

Tho definition of "food" In tho Illi- 
nois law 1b one of tho points In which 
It Is supposed to surpass tho national 
law.

This Inst phrase' was Inserted to In- 
cludo yeast, baking powder -and ether 
Ingrodients that aro said not to ho 
covered under tho natlonnl law. 
Will Reform Candy Making. 

The candy manufacturers bt the 
statu will bo' Interested In tho section 
referring to the adulteration of con- 
tocttDnory. Tho' original lint of pro- 
hibited substances, Including terra al- 
ba, barytos, talc, chrome yellow and 
mineral fillers, has bocn added the 
substance pa'rafln.

This 
calls for tho Inbollng of tho extract 
whoro mora than ono principle Is used 
and meanB that whoro an adulterant 
Is used, as Is tho case In all cheap ex- 
tracts, tho fact shall be stated on tho 
label. Much discussion among physi- 
cians and others has been caused over 
tho use. of Inforlor extracts, and this 
section whon enforced Is expected to 
do. away with most of the trouble. • 
Milk Inspection Suits Dairymen,, 

The milk Inspection section, after 
much discussion, Is one - that is said 
to bo satisfactory to a majority of tho 
dairymen of the state. The place ot 
Inspection for milk shall bo the place 
of Bale and 'not the distributing point. 

The now law gives the state food In- 
spector and his assistants the right to 
bqIzo "suspected" food, but It also pro- 
tects tho retailor- by forcing tho In- 
spector to leave n duplicate measure 
of tho article seized, so that It can 
bo analyzed by tho ownor In case a 
defense Is made to the seizuro by the 
Inspectors. 

Stato Inpcctor Jones' Is expected In 
Chicago next wcok to confer with the 
leading manufacturers regarding tho 
means to be taken to onforce flha now 
law.

THE SMITH REPORT A "SCORCH- 
ER" FOR THE STANDARD. 



Ttallroad Discriminations and "Other 
Unlawful Devlcei" Said to Be the 
Bails of the Petroleum Mon- 
opoly. 



Washington. — That the history and 
present operation of tho Stantlnrd Oil 
Interests "shows throughout live nasi 
35 years a substantial monopolization 
of tho petroleum Industry of the coun- 
try, u deliberate destruction of com- 
petition and a consequent control of 
that, industry by less than fl dozen 
mun. who Imvo reaped enormous prof- 
its ihurcfrom." largely through nbuso 
of transportation facilities, is charged 
In a report just submitted to .Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by Commissioner of 
■Corporations Herbert Knox Smith. 

It fa shown that tho Standard con' 
trots not only the wholesale, but also 
too retail trado In oil. 

It Is the ilrst ofllclai statement of 
tho operations and methods of the 
Standard Oil company, by which, the 
report states, through "scandalous 
railway discriminations," and other 
unlawful devices, they have secured 
and maintained nn "exclusive domina- 
tion of the petroleum Industry," 

It Is stated that in 1904 the Standard 
and affiliated concerns refined over 84 
per cent of the crude oil run through 
refineries; produced more than 86 per 
cent of the country's total output of 
Illuminating oil; maintained a similar 
proportion of the export trade In 
Illuminating oil; and transported 
through pipe linos nearly nine-tenths 
cf the crude all of tho older fields and 
98 per cent of the crude oil of the mid- 
con tlnent field." 

The report shows that the great 
magnitude nt the Standard's opera- 
tions has been attained through unfair 
and. predatory practices, involving the 
extermination or crippling of rivals 
and the preventing of the rise of now 
ones through the use of vexatious and 
oppressive methods. It establishes 
that the policy of the corporation has 
been "a deliberate destruction of com- 
petition" and "a consequent control of 
the Industry by less thnn a dozen men 
who reaped enormous profits there- 
from." 

The report points out the monopoly 
enjoyed by tho company does not rest 
on tho ownoi3hlp of the source of the 
oil supply, which amounts to about 
only one-sixth, of the total, but "that 
Its growth and present power rest 
primarily ou the control of tho trans- 
portation facilities." 

After the railroad rebate was aban- 
doned, the company,, the report con- 
tinues, was able to "establish a sys- 
tem or secret, or open discriminations 
of rates in Its favor throughout practi- 
cally tho entire country. Having es- 
tablished its monopoly of the pipe line 
business, the company substantially 
refuses to act as a common carrier." 

In conclusion, the report Bays It is 
apparent that tho dominating position 
of .the Standard 011 company In the 
•oil industry has largely been secured 
by the abuse of transportation facili- 
ties, first, by flagrant discriminations 
obtained from railroads; second, by a 
refusal to operate ItB pipe line system 
-jbo as to extend to Independent Inter- 
ests the benefits to which they were 
Broth morally and legally entitled, 
-while at the same time the Standard 
Ihas prevented such- Independent Inter- 
•ests from construct! ng lines of their, 
■own.

Marinette Man Receives Vote of

of Isaac Stephenson or Marinette 
In Republican caucus Thursday night 
as .United States senator to suc- 
ceed John C. Spooner, resigned, was 
Friday formally, ratified' In Joint as- 
sembly.

La Follettc. There was great cheer- 
ing when the election wns announced. 
A committee was appointed to wait 
upon Senator-elect Stephenson who 
later, appeared before tho Joint as- 
sembly and acknowledged the honor 
In a few well-chosen words. 

Isaac Stephenson is a very wealthy 
lumberman and banker. Ho was 
born In Frederlcton, N. B„ Juno 
18, 1SZ0. Ho went tb Bangor,' Mo., In 
1840, and a year later moved to Wis- 
consin; where he worked on a farm. 
He ' afterward bought a- schooner, 
which he sailed * between * Milwaukee 
and Eacannbn, and Invested his sav- 
ings in timber lands.; He Is now presi- 
dent and controlling owner in the N. 
Ludlngton company, tho Peshltgo Lum- 
ber company, the Menominee River 
Boom company, tho Stephenson com- 
pany and the Stephenson National 
bank of .Marinette. Mr. Stephenson 
was a. member of the Wisconsin legis- 
lature from 18GC to 1SCS and served In 
tho lower house of congress from 
1882 to 1889. He has long been an 
adherent of United States Senator 
Robert M. La Follettc.

— From every ' state 
cast of the Mississippi river, nnd 
from 'Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Texas and tho -province of Ontario, tho 
terrapin scale, tho enemy of the poach 
and other trees, has been reported to 
the department of agriculture. Speci- 
mens of the pests from all that terri- 
tory havo been received by the bureau 
of entomology. 

The department in a circular has 
called attention to the terrapin scale, 
In consequence of Its wide range of 
food plants. Including both wild .and 
cultivated trees, as a dangerous Qest, 
"whlch'may be controlled, but never 
eradicated." 

Small, parasitic four-winged tiles are 
the'. greatest benefactors In the control 
of , this insect and kerosene -emulsion 
has proved nn cffoctlvo remedy.

Commerce Board Rules That One Car- 
Tier -Cannot Favor : Another. 

^Washington. — An Important cir- 
cular lseuod by the Interstate com- 
merce commission, contains an admin- 
istrative ruling which 1b of special In- 
terest both to the railroads and to the 
shipping public. In It the commission 
expresses the opinion that "under tho 
law a carrier or a person or corpora- 
tion operating a railroad or. other 
transportation lino cannot,, as shipper 
over the lines of another carrier, he 
given any preference tn the applica- 
tion of tariff rates on interstate' ship- 
ments. 

"In other words, one carrier, ship- 
ping Its fuel material or other sup- 
plies over tho line of another carrier 
must pay the legal tariff rates appli- 
cable to the same commodities ship- 
ped by an Individual. The commis- 
sion suggests that there may bo some 
Instances, such na tho movement of 
needed fuel, In which, In order to keep 
the trains, or boats moving, such tariff 
could bo given preference In move- 
ment without creating unjust or un- 
warranted discrimination." 

It 1b said thcro probably Is not a 
railroad In .the country that has to pay 
tho regular tariff on any of Its sup- 
plies from tho Initial point to the 
point of destination.

Under tho law money appro- 
priated Is available until the, expira- 
tion of tho first fiscal quarter oftorthe 
adjournment of tho regular session ol 
the legislature.

. time nf tor Oct. 16 all money appropri- 
ated by tho legislature' In 190C will be 
available till the end of the fiscal 
quarter following tho adjournment 
This means that any department or 
Institution having an unexpended bal- 
ance enn continue to draw on It sav- 
ing Its appropriation made by this ses- 
sion by that much.

Will Cut Appropriation Bills, 

It seems to bo tnkon for granted 
that Oov. Dencen will veto SI, 000,000 
or moro of tho amount "appropriated 
by the legislature. .The total appro- 
priations amount to soma 920,1*00,000, 
Tho state's revenue for the next two 
.years la ostimatcd at $113,000,000." This 
with tho $3,000,000 surplus In the 
treasury, amounts to -$10,000,000, 
which Is the sum that can be spent 
In tho next two years without In- 
creasing the tax levy, something the 
governor wishes to avoid. .These con- 
ditions necessitate scaling down the 
appropriation bills by about $1,500,000. 
Under tho law the governor can veto 
any Item of nn appropriation bill with- 
out affecting or impairing the valldU 
ty of the rest of tho measure. But In 
the caso of many or the bills no Item* 
Izatlon was mado. The sums' for the 
various purposes wore voted in bulk. 
.It Is over these* bills the governor will 
liavo hts troubles In his effort to scale 
down the total of the appropriations;

The 
federation -ofllclals do not blnmo tho 
governor 'or the. members of tho as- 
sembly individually, but rather the 
party organizations In tho ' ratio of 
their representation. .

lats-^to control .all the Immense, wa- 
ter power generated In tho Joliot vol-, 
ley by the drainage canal and to make, 
it the hosts for big flnanoiul dealings.

Washington, Jan. 20. — Assorting; 
that tho Hue officers of tho navy had 
umde the challenge: "Wo are going 
to light a flra under every senator anil 
member, anil oblige them to report the 
navnl personnel bill," Halo presented 
a resolution In the senate directing ths 
secretary of the navy to Investigate 
and report to congress whether or not 
a violation Is being nindo of tin; presi- 
dent's orders prohibiting lobbying on 
the part of government employes.

Washington, Jan. 20. — As a result 
,, of an extended conference nt tho 
White House It was decided to reject 
tho bid of Oliver & Bangs, who pro- 
posed to complcto tho construction of 
the Panama canal for 0.75 per cent, 
of tho total' estimated cost, In so far 
as Anson M. Bangs, of New York city, 
la concerned. While no official state- 
ment wns given out nt the White House 
It can be authoritatively stated that If 
Willi nm J. Oliver, of Knoxvllle, Tumi., 
can enter. Into a satisfactory arrange- 
ment with some other contractor who 
Is financially responsible he will he 
given the contract for the construc- 
tion of the canal. 

There would have been no Question 
as "to awarding the contract to Oliver 
& Bangs had tho credentials presented 
by Bnngs proved as satisfactory to the 
otficlnls hero as those furnished by 
Oliver, 

Senate and IIouso In Brief. 
Washington, Jan. 20. — Resolutions 
to check nnral officers from "lighting 
a fire under senators and members to 
compel the enactment of the naval per- 
sonnel bill at this session" were pro- 
lented In the senate by Hale and went 
ivor after a sunppy debate. The ur-

In the lowering 
of tho level of the water In Lake 
Michigan, and injuriously affect navi- 
gation In tho various ports and harbors 
which the government has Improved 
at great expense.

current year.
